HEREAS thé Two Mouse of Parlia- 

ment, did, by their Resolutions of 

the Tenth and Y'wenty.fourth Days of June, 
one thousand eight hundred and six, severally 
Fesolve, That the Africun Slave Trade being 
coNtrary to the Principles of .J ustice, human. 
ity, and sound Policy, they would, with all 
Practicable Expedition, take effectuai Measures 
for the abolition of the same: And whereas, 
In conformity with the said resolutions; aud 
for all aud‘cach of the reasons thercin stated, 
the said trade was by an act passed in the 
forty.scventh year of His present Majesty, 
declared fo be unlawful: And whereas it 
hath been found that divers persons, not 
deterred by the provisions and penalties af the 
said Act, do still continue to deal aud trade 
ìn Slaves upon the Coast of Africa aud 
elsewhere; aud to carry them for sale by sca : 
And whereas the Commons House of Parlia. 
ment, by its resolution of the fifteenth of June 
One thousand eight hundred and ten, did ex 
press its indignation at such practices, and did 
resolve speedily to take into consideration 
Such measures as might tend effectually to 
Prevent such daring violations of the Law: 
And whereas it is fit that such measures 
Should be extended also to the” elifeëtual 
&bolition of the Slave Trade wheresoover it 
May be attempted to practise it; be it there- 
fore enacted by the King’s most Excelient 
ajesty, by aud with the Advice and Cousent 
of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commous, in this present Parliament assem.

Lord CasrLeuEAun moved for the ap- 
poiutment of à Committee to frame an ane 
swer to the Message of the Princc Regent, 
respecting the murder of Mr. Perceval, 
pursuant to the Resolution of the preced: 
ing day, which Resolution he proposed 
should be relerred to the Committee. 

Sir F. Bunpert said he had no oppore 
tunity, on the preceding day, to express 
those teelings in which he, in common with 
every Member of that House, participats 
ed. On such an occasion, he rose, not 
to oppose the motion of the Noble Lord, 
but merely to express bis nbhorreuce of, 
and horror at, the assassination ef the lare 
C ancellor ot the Exchequer—Lhere was 
ne room for any feeling but one, on suck 
an geeasion; and that feeling all must 
Wish should be coiveycd to the Sovereign, 
unalloyed by any other. Jt was impossible 
tat tiis feeling, on asubject which cone 
Cerned the safety of every man in the 
nation, sbould zot be carried with unanis 
mety to the ‘Fhroue 5 it would, in his opins 
ion, be an unworthy act to mix any other 
feeling with it. It wasnatural,and indeed 
Keugkt te be se, torsucha feeling to put 
an end, for a time, to every clifference of 
opinion. Saying this, however, he by 
no means preeluded himself from taking 
any Line of conduct which he might feel 
ilto be his duty to take, after ihey got 
into the Conumnittee, when he heard the 
amount of the grant tobe proposed. That 
he might not pe so precluded from doing 
that which hereafter ke might conccive to 
be his duty, by eoitcurring as strongly as 
any man in the motion, and as sincerely 
kunenting aud abhorring the atrocious 
transaetton which had led te it, was the 
object he had in view, in thus offering his 
seutiments to the House. The Hon. Bare 
onet here resumed his seat, apparently 
mach affected. 

The motion was then agreed to, anda 
Committee appointed accordiugly. 

Lord Castremeacn brought up the Ree 
port of the Committee, which merely emé 
bodied the Resolutions of the preceding 
day, the substance of which is already 
betore the public.

It had been thought by his 
Majesty's Government, that in making the 
proposed provision, it would be desirable, 
in the first instance, to vote a grant of a 
substantive sam of nroney, as if fo provi- 
sion were made but by an annuity, the 
death of the individual. on whom. the 
àfnuúity was settled might” leave thé 
children unprovided för before ‘they ate 
tained the years of maturity. He should 
therefore first propösethe graat of a sum 
of money for the suppert and edùcatior of 
the children, meaning afterwards te move 
a grant by way of annuity to Mrs. Pere 
oeval.— When they looked to the family: 
which Mr. Perceval had left, it mast be 
seen thatthe sum necessary to place the 
individuals of it in that situation which 
eould be wished, but it might be doubted 
if this could be done consistently with that 
economy which & was necessary should be: 
consulted by Government in the present 
situation of the country. On this point; 
Governinent were controuled, not enly by 
the considerations to which he had refere 
ed, but by the family of Mr. Perceval, 
whose wish it was that whatever was done 
on the subject, might be framed on a scale 
to meet the approbatien of: all parties. 
The House, while making a provisign for 
ir. Perceval's family, would feel-that, 
thougk bound to consult economy, they 
could have no wish to make a grant that 
was wholly inadequate te the purpose for. 
which it was made; which would be in 
zome sort snperfluous, as it would not 
mark the act which they deplored with that 
Scuse of public. feeling which it was desira- 
ble should be expressed, te convey.a proper 
Heskon to posterity, aad if-possible to. ptee 
vent the recurrence of a similar calamity. 
The amount of the sum which it had 
„eccurred to Government it might be proper 
to grent in money, was tifly theusand

Perceval, and to beapplied insuch a man- 
ner as his Majesty, or the Prince Regentin 
behalfof his Majesty, should direct.’ The

Mr. H. Sumner spoke warmly in favour 
of entargìng the grant.
